1500 MEN SEARCHING 
FOR NEGRO ASSAULTER

Wichita Falls, Texas, Aug. 3.—Fif­ 
teen hundred special policemen are 
combing the county tonight for a 
negro, for the assault committed up­ 
on Mrs. W. D. Bennett, 17-year-old 
white woman Tuesday afternoon. 
The woman who w’as asleep in her 
home was attacked by a

claims was a negro this afternoon and 
beaten or choked into unconscious­ 
ness. A side iron wag used by her as­ 
sailant and two blows were struck, 
one above the left eye and the other 
over the left ear. 
She was dragged from the bed to 
the floor where the negro apoarently 
attem pted to assault her and as she 
partially recovered consciousness and 
saw him bending over her, the assail­ 
ant 
choked 
her 
into 
insensibility 
again. W ithout accomplishing his pur­ 
pose, however, the negro fled. 
The woman staggered into a neigh­ 
bor’s house but without recovering 
her senses. The neighbor called medi­ 
cal aid and carried her back into her 
own home where she recovered con­ 
sciousness as a physician was attend­ 
ing h^r. Bloodstained sheets and pil­ 
low were strewn about room in which 
the attack occurred and police sum­ 
moned shortly after found a piece of 
cloth apparently torn from a manw 
trousers hidden in the bath room ad­ 
joining. It was bloody. 
Police officials sent out a call for 
volunteers and fully 1500 responded. 
Thirty or more suspects were taken 
into custody but were released after 
they had proven their innocence or 
were declared not fitting the descrip­ 
tion. 


Pierre, S. D., Aug. 3.—A plan, 
which its exponents claim would sta­ 
bilize the prices of farm products has 
recently been presented to the Senate 
agricultural committee a t W ashing­ 
ton. It has likewise passed the lowfr 
house 
of South 
Dakota legislature 
e,nd been endorsed by financial and 
farm ing associations. According to 
Will H. Lyon of Sioux Falls, S. D., the 
plan’s author, it will not only stabil­ 
ize the price of farm products but will 
go farther and stabilize business in 
general, to a great extent. In explain­ 
ing the plan Mr. Lyons says: 
“The stabilization plan would have 
the National government guarantee 
to fanners the acreage cost of pro­ 
ducing staple, non-perishable crops 
plus a reasonable profit, by agreeing 
to purchase whatever surplus remains 
on hand at the end of the crop year, 
delivered at certain central terminals 
and at a stipulated minimum price. 
This surplus in every staple crop, ex­ 
cept wheat and cotton, is so small 
that the amount of money required 
would be insignificant in comparison 
with the valuta of the entire crop. If 
the surplus of any crop should prove 
excessive, the stabilizing commission, 
fairly representing 
both 
producers 
and consumers, appointed by the pres­ 
ident, w'ould probably reduce the price 
for the following year and increase 
the price of other products in which 
§ shortage might exist and thereby 
induce our farm ers to increase pro­ 
duction of flax, wool and sugar which 
we now so largely import, at a cost of 
several hundred million dollars a year 
“The government under the plan 
must necessarily control the imports 
of such products and through the sta­ 
bilizing commission would purchase 
abroad, at the world price level, any 
deficit required and sell to our man 
ufacturers at not less than the quar 
anteed price (except that intended 
for export) thereby making a profit 
of the difference between the cost of 
selling price. Speculation in food pro­ 
ducts so abhorrent to the general 
public would, of course, be autom ati­ 
cally eliminated below the guaranteed 
price. 
“Now when the farm er succeeds in 
producing a crop he does not know 
whether to sell for fear the price will 
go down, or hold for a better market. 
Knowing in advance the guaranteed 
minimum price df the various pro­ 
ducts, the farm er can use his land 
and ability to the best possible advan­ 
tage and the rental and salable value 
of land will be largely stabilized. The 
guaranteed minimum price, of course, 
should not be made sufficiently high 
to induce speculation in farm lands 
or produce an excessive surplus. Un­ 
der the stabilizing plan the farm er 
would receive the same price regard­ 
less of road conditions. 
Under the 
present system the highest price usu­ 
ally prevails when roads are bad or 
elevators are congested and delivery 
is difficult or impossible. When these 
conditions improve the price goes 
down.” 


SAYS NEFF APPGOVEDUn 
BIG CUT IN ALL SAURIES

Report Says Governor and House Retrenchment 
Leaders Were Agreed Salary Guts Should Be 
Made—Tells Friends the Matter Has Beer 
“Slightly Overdone.” 


(By Sillimaii Evans In Ft, Worth Star-Telegram) 
Austin, August 3.— “That’s good; go to it,” said Governor 
Pat M. Neff, Texas “economy Governor,” to a group of ten or 
more of his personal and political legislative friends when they 
had one of his Sunday afternoon conferences in the executive of­ 
fice of the Capitol Sunday a week ago. 
The time was about 3 
or 4 in the afternoon. Present at the conference "were about ten 
members of the House. The Governor sat at his desk, leaning on 
his hands, when the story of how the Legislature could slice sal­ 
aries of University of Texas and other college teachers, and re­ 
duce the expenses of the state government. A. B- Curtis of Tar­ 
rant and H. S. Bonham of Bee, members of the Legislature, were 
the spokesmen. Curtis was the chief spokesman. 
WHAT HE TOLD GOVERNOR NEFF. 
Curtis told Governor Neff substantially this: That a number 
of his friends, and the friends of “economic” state government, 
had been working together to see how they would be able to re­ 
duce expenses. 
During the last session of the Legislature, the 
Governor was told, there were emergency appropriations for 
raises in the salaries of teachers, and Governor Neff was told that 
by a reduction of these salaries to the pre-war basis that between 
$500,000 and $600,000 could be saved. Then Governor Neff said: 
‘That’s good; go to it,” to the ten or twelve men who were to­ 
gether. 
The ten or twelve men who were there are among the 
leaders of the majority in the House— who today are the chauf­ 
feurs of the band wagon which has already put through, in its en­ 
tirety, the program so far as the University of Texas and the 
Agricultural and Mechanical College 
concerned. 
IS TIM E TO QUIT. 
With the coming to light of this information, it became 
known, however, in the lobbies of the state capitol and Austin 
hotels today that Governor Neff believes that the tide of econ­ 
omy has gone entirely too far, and that “now is the time to stop.” 
Governor Neff, although believing consistently in economy, is re­ 
ported to have told his friends that it is his opinion that the mat­ 
ter has been slightly overdone. 
How the Governor can help now' is problematical. The Sen­ 
ate could be his “ace in the hole,” but he is not in position to 
do anything with that body. 
Only yesterday it was preparing 
to definitely turn dowm his appointment of Prison Commissioner 
Rand, when he withdrew the appointment 
The Senate last session voted to pass over his veto the pistol 
law. 
Every one familiar with that body knows that the Gover­ 
nor cannot influence its action. 
THE SITUATION IN TH E SENATE. 
Whatever salvation comes from the Senate it has already 
been wrought. 
As published in these dispatches of yesterday, a 
canvass has been made of the Senate, and to all appearances that 
body will stand solidly behind the recommendations of the com­ 
mittee. 
Lieutenant Governor Lynch Davidson, responsive to the 
practically overwhelming sentiment over there, yesterday in a 
signed statement declared that the “University will be saved.” 
It is estimated that the committee bill will have a safe and sure 
majority, and that Senator R. M. Dudley, and others equally as 
determined as he is to see salaries maintained where they are, will 
go on the Senate free conference committtee.

Chicago, 111., .August 3.—An appropriation of $175,900 has 
been made by national headquarters of the American Red Cro^s 
to provide recreational facilities for veterans of the world war 
studying at training centers of the federal board for vocational 
training during the coming year. This step was taken when the 
board called to the attention of the Red Qross the great need of 
equipment for this purpose. 
Expenditures from this fund will be 
confined to the equipment of recreational rooms or buildings at 
training centers. 
Personnel to direct the recreational activities 
will be furnished by the federal board, which also will provide 
quarters for the activities. 
The recreation thus made possible 
will Include social and musical evenings, minstrel shows, motion 
picture entertainments and club features of various kinds. 
Through an appropriation by congress there is now avail­ 
able to disabled veterans of the world war w ho are being retrain­ 
ed by the federal boanl for vocational education a revolving fund 
of $500,000 from whieh they may borrow to meet temporary fi­ 
nancial needs. 
Disabled ex-service men whose applications for 
training are still In “investigation status” are not eligible lo this 
assistance, but they will continue to receive such assistance from 
the .American Red Gross, it is announced by national headquar­ 
ters. During the last year 4,000 such men have been givt ii L 
porary financial assistance by the Red Cross.

The Rountree resolution does 
not seek to change any law or to 
stamp out the Ku Klux Klan. It sim­ 
ply provides for an investigation to 
find out if the Ku Klux Klan is organ­ 
ized and operating in Texas.

-'After 18 years of work J. M. Sala- j the Millican cemetery, 
diner of Bryan has perfected his in 
sect poisoning machine designed pri 
marily for the boll weevil but owing 
\to its completeness it covers the en 
tire list of plant pests. 
As it umt» 
either the Calcium Arsenate and other 
dry poisons or it uses any kind of 
)iqu;d sprays. Or it will use both the 
dry and liquid poison at the same 
time. In reality it is two complete ma 
chines in one. A feature on it makes 
it of such wonderful value to the Cot 
ton farms is the fact that it will en 
able him to do his poisoning now in 
the day time instead of at night aa 
with the old style machines. It car­ 
ries its own spraying devices which 
creates a fine mist just ahead of the 
aplication of Calcium Arsenate. This 
mist makes the dust stick to the 
leaves which is the purpose in spray 
ing while the dew is on the cotton. 
This mist to dampen the cotton is so 
very fine that only a little water is 
needed for the spraying so the night 
work of the old fashion poison method 
is gone. This has been the one great 
handicap to successful poisoning by 
the cotton farmer. And in order that 
the wind in the day time does not in­ 
terfere with the work of dusting, 
there are covered wings extending out 
on either side which may he readily 
adjusted to any height plant and 
which hovers the dust poison right 
down in among the cotton leaves. 
But, after all, the machine is simple 
in construction and operation. It can 
he operated by one man and pulled 
by two average mules all day long 
It is built to cover five narrow or 
four wide rows at a time, so that as 
high as fifty acres per day may be 
poisoned. It has adjustable axles so 
that the wheels may be widened to fit 
any width rows, and is so balanced 
that the team carries no weight on 
the neck- and since it has a direct pull 
from the axles, is is very light in 
draft. 
It is conceded by all who have seen 
the machine that it is the greatest 
stride ahead that has ever been made 
in insect poisoning, and especially for 
cotton pest poisoning. It is adaptable 
for the boll weevil, boll worm, the 
leaf worm, the green bug, chinch bug, 
potato beetle, as well as other insects 
of like nature and habits. A series of 
official tests are being started by the 
entomological department of A. A M. 
College with the calcium arsenate poi 
son for boll weevils.

COLD DRINK TRADE 
' SLUMP UNRAVELED 


Have you noticed the recent tre­ 
mendous slump in business around the 
ice cream and cold drink establish­ 
ments in Bryan and that among: those 
of this “faithful trade" just a “plain 
soda" has suddenly jumped a hundred 
fold in popularity? 
Although tho effect was obvious 
the cause has untij early this Satur­ 
day morning been one of profound 
and apparently 
unexplainable 
mys­ 
teries which 
sometimes baffle the 
brain of the old veterans of the trade 
Yet mysteries are the more fascinat­ 
ing to inquisitive souls and often suf­ 
ficient incentive for secret, persistent 
and successful investigation by which 
the surorunding shroud is shorn and 
the occult revealed to the gaze of th*1 
common folk. 
At any rate the atmosphere cleared 
up considerably about 6 o’clock this 
morning when Sheriff L. E. More­ 
head, C. 0.

On Tuesday of this week the coun­ 
ty agent of Brazos county conducted 
three demonstrations in vaccinating 
cattle as a prevention against black 
leg, the service representing a saving 
of at least $t5 to the farmers, in ad­ 
dition to the instruction given by* 
which such work might be done in the 
future by the farmer himself. 
The slight cost to the people ai tim 
county may readily be seen when it isf 
observed that the taxes for such ser­ 
vice would require, on $5,000 worth of 
property, approximately thirty years 
to equal the saving of this, a part of 
one day’s work. If you pay taxes on 
a thousand dollars worth of property f 
you can readily see that it would take 
ISO years for your taxes on this par; 
ticular work to nmount to the saving 
in dollars and cents, represented by 
the activities of the county agent dur-* 
ing a part of one day. Certainly the 
slight cost would justify any progres* 
sive people in having, day or night, a 
ready messenger to take the work of 
their own college to the farmer’s 
door and at the same time be a medi­ 
um of exchange of ideas and experi­ 
ences from one farmer to another.
